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in a very pleating manner^ but after more and more Air 
was let in, fo the Light and Figures diminiflfd, till the 
Appearance became the fame as related in Tryal the firft. 


A Letter from Mr Samuel Dale to Dr Hans 
Sloatie, %S. Seer. gtYmg an Account of what Ma- 
nufcripts wen left by Mr John Ray, together with 
fome Anatomical Obfervations made at Padua by 
the faid Mr Ray. 


H Ere with you will receive divers Anatomical Obferva¬ 
tions , that were made at Padua , by our late learn¬ 
ed and moft ingenious Friend the Reverend Mr John Ray , 
upon the diffe&ion of fome Humane Bodies, by that great 
Anatomift Seignior Antonio Marchetti, and do contain, be¬ 
sides thofe things which Mr Ray did himfelf remarks, 
divers Obfervations of the Operators which did not 
occur in thofe Bodies, to fome of which Mr Ray hath 
added Notes. To thefe are fubjoyned two Difle&ions of, 
Mr Ray s, viz. of a Hare , and the Mountain Hen , neither of 
which can I find publiChed in his Works, nor hath he ta¬ 
ken any notice of thefe Obfervations in his Book, of Tra¬ 
vels , altho the Charge was very confiderable, amounting 
to 284 Livres and 15 Soldi of Venice. 

Befides thefe, there are in his Adverfaria many Obfer¬ 
vations, Infcriptions, Epitaphs , Antiquities. &c. which be¬ 
ing colle&ed together, would make a large Supplement to 
his Obfervations already publilhed. 

Nor muft l forget his Travels in our own and the 
neighbouring Kingdom, of which he hath left divers Itine¬ 
raries :■ Thefe may not be unufeful to our Englijh Tra¬ 
vellers, 
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vellers, he being as careful in making Obfi unions aud 
Colledions at home, as he was in foreign Commies. 

Had his Life been protra&ed but another Si.turner, he 
would in all liklyhood have fimftrcd his theory of Injects, 
for which he had been preparing Materials divers years j 
this Work being far advanced,doth notdeferve robe com¬ 
mitted to the Moths, bat to be carryed on by fome learn¬ 
ed and ingenious Perfon in that Study. 

Thus, Sir, I have briefly anfwer’d the defire of your 
felt and others, in acquainting you with what Manufcripts 
Mr kay hath left, which might be ufeful to the Common¬ 
wealth of Learning.

In a Hare difie&ed we obferved the Intejlimtm reft urn 
of a very great length, having large pilula of Dung 
fecundum intervalla. I call here the Gat (To far as ic had 
no cellula) rectum, though indeed it had one or two con¬ 
volutions. 

The inttjlinum ccecum was of a vaft bignets and length : 
In bignefs it far exceeded the Colon , and was lull of Ex¬ 
crement, Juft at the entrance into it out of the Ileum was 
another appendix of a globular figure 5 the tunica of it 
more flefhy, and fuller of Veins and Arteries than the 
adjoyning ccecum $ there was aifo a little round hole in it, 
Th q caecum towards the farther end of it was ftnall, round, 
flefhy, full of Vefiels, red coloured like the jejunum in a 
Man 5 the inner tunica granulated, and this for more than 
4 inches in length. 

The Spleen was fmall and long, thicker at one end, it 
had no Veficula fellea that I could find * ( In another m 
found the Veficula fellea manifeftly i)-TheKidnies large, and 
the Left fituate higher than the Right. Th t glandules re- 
nales received not their Veffels from the Entulgents , but 
from great Veins on each fide going to the Loins. 

The Stomach was full of Grafs (as 1 conjectured) which 
fmelt like the Wax of an Honey-comb when the Honey 
is newly drained from it. 

It was a Female, and had long cornua uteri, but, did 
not geftare when we cut it up. 
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It Teemed to have fuch a cavity under the Tail, above 
th e foramen ani, as l have obferved in a Badger. 

I believe now that the Matter contained in the Stomach 
was Fir chewed fmall, the which the fmell argued.
